It km« co me to o ur no tice tbat the teachers 
o f the state hav e g o ne o n reco rd in o ppo si­ 
tio n to the state printing and publishing its 
o wn tex tbo o ks. 
We believ e in taking this ac­ 
tio n the instructo rs o f o ur children hav e in 
mind the g o o d o f the children and o f the 
scho o ls. 
The state has had co nsiderable ex perience 
with the publicatio n o f part o f its o wn tex t- 
^ ^ ^ 
bo o ks and there are certain facts which hav e: fo ucj,jng 
i 
- i*« — 
Um, « U- toopliorc Hn rin cr till« ; Hi'fioCi 
« 
been learned by the teachers during this perio d 
which hav e bro ug ht the teachers to the co n­ 
clusio n which they hav e reached. 
The writ­ 
ing and publishing o f tex t bo o ks fo r scho o ls 
is a science and an art and an industry , and 1 
has reached a hig h state o f dev elo pment in 
o ur co untry because o f the many co ncerns en­ 
g ag ed in bo o k publicatio n, resulting in co mpe­ 
titio n bo th amo ng the publishers and autho rs. 
In co nsequence o f this, scho o l bo o ks o f a 
hig h o rder can be had in all departments. 
The 
handicaps, ho wev er, to the educatio nal 
sy s­ 
tem in a state which do es its o wn publicatio n 
are v ery g reat. 
Many o f these tex tbo o ks arc 
co py rig hted and o wned by these v ario us pub­ 
lishing co ncerns, and hence neither the plates 
no r the tex t o f the bo o ks are av ailable to the 
state that publishes its o wn. 
We believ e it is 
the co nsensus g enerally amo ng educato rs that 
the metho d used in part in Califo rnia o f the 
publicatio n o f tex t bo o ks is unwise fro m the 
standpo int o f the instructo r o r the pupil. 
In 
fact, as it is no w in many cases, were it no t 
that supplementary tex tbo o ks are used almo st 
to the ' ex clusio n ’ o f the state-printed bo o ks, 
the difficulties wo uld be g reater. 
The arg ument that has been used o n behalf 
o f the state printing o f bo o ks is that o f eco n­ 
o my . 
While po ssibly the last place that the 
tax pay er sho uld endeav o r to eco no mize is in 
the character o f the tex tbo o ks used by the 
pupils in the scho o ls, if such eco no my is at 
the ex pense o f the child’s o ppo rtunity , it is a 
serio us questio n when ev ery thing is taken into 
co nsideratio n whether there is no t a lo ss rather

This has been o ppo sed because 
it has been termed a “ do le,” which is co mmo n 
in Eng land and co nsists o f a pay ment to the 
unemplo y ed each week o f a certain specified 
amo unt fo r their liv ing . 
Many believ e it has 
resulted in an indifference o n the part o f the 
“ do le” receiv er as to whether he is emplo y ed 
o r no t, rather inclining him to lo afing . 
The President has insisted that lo cal o r­ 
g anizatio ns o f charitable nature, like the Red 
Cro ss, Co mmunity Chests, and o thers sho uld 
take care o f the immediate and necessary re­ 
lief fo r heat, clo thing and fo o d, witho ut its 
being do ne o fficially by a g o v ernment o rg aniza­ 
tio n. 
It is po ssible that benev o lence o r char­ 
ity will no t be adequate in so me o f o ur g reat 
po pulatio n centers, but if it is po ssible to av o id 
any thing that smacks o f the “ do le” sy stem, it 
sho uld be do ne.

Musso lini declares that g reat thing s are po ssible fo r the land 
o f Co lumbus nad Marco ni. 
He is rig ht. 
So me o ther co untires, 
it is true, hav e superio r minerals, o ils, and farm lands; but Italy 
has o ne g reat, undev elo ped natural reso urce—a reso urce which 
larg ely lies fallo w in mo st co untries. 
It is the o ne reso urce, abo v e 
all o thers, which determines industrial leadership. 
That reso urce 
is the human brain. 
Unlike o ther natural reso urces, it do es no t 
beco me depleted with use, no r do es it kno w any law o f diminish­ 
ing returns. 
That co untry which g iv es scientific research the stro ng est sup­ 
po rt is likely to achiev e mo st in co nserv ing heat, prev enting epidem­ 
ics, calling fo rth fertilizers fro m the thin air, and putting the sun’s 
ray s to wo rk. 
Chemists are co nstantly disco v ering new metho ds, as a result 
of which o ld facto ries are scrapped o v ernig ht. 
There is scarcely 
an industry which may no t be rev o lutio nized any day by the o ut­ 
co me o f scientific research. 
But no t by the rattling o f swo rds?
